Detection of Mail Robbery——A laudable vigi- 
lance appears to be exercised by the General Post 
Office, in detecting and correcting abuses in that 
establishment.

Wovlford, Postmaster, in Newbern, Montgomery 
county. in the state of Virginia, has been detected 
in robbing the mail, by opening letters passing 
through his office, and taking money therefrom.

The last letters from Greece state, that the fleet 
of the Captain Pacha, has arrived in the Dardanelles, 
and gone into the Port of Constantinople. The 
above letters also stated, that the movements of the 
Janissaries, cause great alarm to the Government. 

The elegant ship /’aris, captain Robertson, from 
New-York, for Havre, was driven ashore near 
Cherbourg, in the gale of the Ist of November— 
the crew and 40 passengers all saved. The papers 
state, that near 30 sail of vesscis were driven ashore 
on that part of the French coast. 

On the 3ist of October, a tremendous gale was 
experienced along the English coast. The papers 
say, that its severity was equal to any within the 
memory of the oldest inhabitant. Several hund:ed 
vessels were driven ashore, and many lives were 
lost. 

The admiralty have it in contemplation to com- 
mission the discovery ships for another voyage to 
the Polar seas, by the way of Behring’s Straits, 
whence they will sail eastward.
